With Death. 

ODDS GREATLY AGAINST HIM. 



IU Fhfileienii, However, Think There In

M iMued During the 
rant Twelve Hours. 

Nsw York. Feb. J 3. —The lights and 
flitting ohadows in the death chamber 
of Gen. Sherman are carefully watched 
both day and night by a score of news- 
I»per men, and every bulletin issued by 
Drs. Alexander and Janeway. arc. 
quickly wired all over the continent. 

Bulletins were Issued every few min- 
utes during the Ml tin day showing that 
the old warrior was h .vering between 
life and death, and every moment was 
expected to b;' his last. 

At 6 o'clock yeeteiday evening the fol- 
lowing bulletin was issued : 

"Gen. Sherman is 1 teething heavily. 
Great anxiety is entertained." 

At 7 p. m. the following; 'Gen Sher- 
man much lower the last two hours. 
Drs. Green anil Anderson in attendance. 
Dr. Janeway coming for another con- 
sultation. Not expected to live through 
the night. The family have given up 
all hope." 

8:30 p. m. — "Geu. Sherman s condl 
tion is very critical, lie is growing 
gradually weaker." 

8:45 p. Be.— "The family of (ien. Sher- 
man have sent telegrams to immediate 
friends summoning them to the bedside. 
Within the last several minutes a num- 
ber of people have arrived in cabs driven 
at high speed. It is thought by all that 
the end is near.' 

At 9:30 this bulletin was issued by the 
physicians of Gen. Sherman. 

"The physicians in consultation say 
that there is no change. If (ien Sher- 
man maintains his present status for 
twenty -four hours the situation will be 
hopeful. JOHN Shkrman." 

At 10:30 p. m. (ien. Thomas Ewing, 
accompanied by his son and daughter, 
left the Sherman residence for their 
home. Gen. Ewing said that Gen. 
Sherman was then resting easier. The 
trained nurse and the doctors Watching 
at his bedside. The family are taking a 
little needed rest. They anticipate no 
change until 1 or 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. At that hour they fear a bad sink- 
ing spell. 

At II JO Mr. Thackara. Gen. Sher- 
man's son-in-law, left the house. Us 
said that the general was in a semi-con- 
scious state and no clnuige was expected 
until after midnight. 

At 12 o'clock Lieut. Fitch left Gen. 
Sherman's residence to spent the night 
at Dr. Green's house. He said that at 
11 o'clock (ien. Sherman got out of bed 
and walked half way across the room 
without assistance. He could not speak 
but appeared to recognize those in the 
room. The general had to be helped 
back to the bed. He was very much ex- 
hausted. 

At midnight there was no change for 
the worse in (ien. Sherman's condition. 
The doctors agree that if he continues 
as at present there is a chance for re- 
covery. 

At 2 o'clock it was stated that Gen. 
Sherman u; peared to be asleep. His 
breathing indicated that his lungs were 
filled with mucus. Dr. Alexander 
thought the erysi]>elas was leaving his 
patient, but the general condition of the 
general had not improved. 

The following bulletin was issued at 
1:13 a. m. 

"Gen. Sherman is resting quietly. 
Condition somewhat improved. 

Barkett." 

At 1:15 this morning the following 
bulletin was issued: 

•'The members of Gen. Sherman's 
family are, with the exception of his 
daughter. Miss Rachel Sherman, resting 
within easy call of the sick room. Dr. 
Alexander, Private Secretary Barrett 
and Miss Kachel are at the general's 
liedside. Miss Rachel Absolutely re- 
fuses to leave the room, despite Dr. 
Alexander's admonitii n that she will 
break down if she does not get some

A HIGHER COURT. 

Bev. Jl».y ifai j Think* It Mm h Needed 
In KoNcnpitllanUm. 

Canton. O.. Feb. 18.— Rev. Howard 
MacQueury, the heretical Episcopal 
minister, whose ea>e is under advise- 
ment, has written the ecclesiastical 
court requesting them to favor him 
with au early decision. He is desirous 
of closing his partorate here, and if the 
verdict is unfavorable, will probably re- 
move to Virginia and engage in literary 
work. 

It is interesting in view of the rector's 
statement that he will remain in the 
Episcoj al church, to know that the 
verdict in the heresy case will only affect 
Mr. MacUueary's standing in the north- 
em ( )hio diocese. There being no ap- 
pellate court in the Episcopal church, 
the verdict would be final so far as this 
diocese is concerned, but nothing to pre- 
vent him from accepting a charge in 
another diocese. Should he do this, and 
the question of his orthodoxy be again 
raised another trial would result, and so 
in every diocese in the country. Mr. 
MaeCjueary thinks this evidences the 
need of a higher ecclesiastical court.

About Twenty More Either Pntnlly In- 
jured or M i ll. Hunted -Tlie Engine 
Itooiu Utterly Demolliihed mid the 
Mnln Hulhllnic llH.lly Wrecked —List of 
the Victim* So loir tin Ascertained. 

QCSMC, Feb. 1.— About 0:48 ye tor- 
day morning, the boiler In the t*ue ec 
Wor ted company's rectory at Hare 
Point, exploded, completely destroying 

the engine liou.se an 1 had of the DU Id- 
ing. A large number of employes wei-e 
burled in the ruins. 

The worke of the r u ec Worsted 
Company are situated at Mare i oint, on 
the northwestern outskirts of the city. 

and .over a l uge area ami employ more 

hand- tl an an., other manufacturing es- 
tablishment in the city. Tl ev had be. u 
Closed down for two weeks while the 

boilers and ma hinery were being over- 
hauled and refitted < (peration* were to 
have been resumed yesterday morning 
and about I oo of the operatives were on 
hand, but owing 1 1 tome cause the ma- 
chinery was not started and they were 
dismissed. Most of them fortunately 

went back to their homes, but many re- 
mained about the building, s number 
keeping u the vicinity of. the engine 
room tor the sake of the warmth. Ah ait 
UM o'clock there was a sudden explo 
eion which completely wrecked the en- 
gine and dem lished a large part of the 
main building. 

The noise of the explosion wss heard 
all over the city, and soon a great crowd 
gathered sbont the scene. The work of 
rescuing those buried in the ruins and 
recovering the bodi m of the dead was at 
once commenced. Che hi* brigade was 
summoned, but fortunately the horrors 
Of tire Were DO) added to the calamity. 
The excitement was so great and the 
crowd so enormous that I attery B wss 
ordered down to ,x-sist the police in 
maintaining order. In the great confu- 
sion which prevailed it was impossible 
to get a reliable list of the killed and 
injured, a id this may not lie obtained 
until the ruins are thoroughly examined. 

Several persons who were su pp osed to 

be in the ruins have turned up, having 
le.'t the mid belo.e the explosion. 
AIkuu twenty dead have already been 
taken out, besides as many badly in- 
jured.

The body of Engineer Francois was 
crushed out of shape by the mass of 
debris which covered him. The work 
of rescue is still going on. The marine 
hospital bee been opened for the recep- 
tion of the dead and dying and is be- 
sieged by people searching for missing 
relatives. 

Foreman Harvey, bo*s of the work- 
men who were repairing the machinery 
and Isjilera, had a narrow est ape. Hs 
was in the engine room when the ex- 
plosion occurred. He instinctively 
threw himself under the shelter of a 
large wheel. He was rescued half an 
hour later with only slight injuries. He 
cannot account for the accident. 

There is a good number of doctors 
and surgeons on hand. Un account of 
the large number of persons who 
started yesterday morning, and as 

stated subsequently returned home, 

the number of missing is proba- 
bly much exaggerated. The cause of 
the accident is Dot yet known, but it is 
thought some of the pipes may have 
OS) n frozen while the fires were out. 
and so caused a stoppage when steam 
Was got up.

Strong Case. 

Cincwoo, Feb. 13. -United States At- 
torney IfUehrist and state Attorney 

LonKenccker hold an hour's conference 
yeaterduy in relation to the whisky trust 
plot, in connection with which Secretary 
(iibson, of the trust, was arrested 
Wednesday. Mr. Milchrist says that 
under the Federal law Oilson cannot tie 
tried for any crime except bribery, the 
penalty for which is three years in the 
jienitentiary,— miseral'ly inadequate to 
the offense. Under the state laws, Mr. 
Milchriat says, he has enough evidence 
to send Gibson to the penitentiary for a 
long term of years. The state, however, 
will not take up the case until the Fed- 
eral court has tried Gibson for bril>ery. 

So far as Mr. Milchiists knowledge 
goes therd is no evidence ■gainst anyone 
but (iibson. The only n»'\v development 
in the caae yesterday was the discovery 
of a clew to the maker of the infernal 
machine said to have bMO niven by (Jib- 
sun to Dewai last January. An officer 
will go to Pec ria to see the man suspect- 
ed. No criminal intent or knowledge ii 

attributed t<> the man. however. Ho is 
a machinist, who sometime-; did odd jobs 
lor the whisky men. Dewar, who will 

l>e the main witness for the prosecution, 
suddenly disappeared Wednesday short- 
ly after being rel ased > n 1 ail. 

At the (trace hotel, where he was 
stopping, the clerk said thai he pi d his 
bill Wednesday noon and left, saying he 
was going to tond Du Lao, Wis. 

Solicitor Hart refused to say what had 

beoMiH of Dewar. "He is in charge of 

a deputy marshal," said he, "and has 
gone out of town. Knowing what I do 
of the desperate character of the whisky 
trust. I know that no man is safe who 
crosses their path." 

Ho you think an attempt would bo

"Last Monday the department sent 
ft decoy letter to Gibson, having Dewar 
write the letter. The letter was to the 
effect that he. Dewar. had made several 
attempts to "arry out the pi >t and had 
failed, on account of the character of 
the liquid. He said he thought it had 
hist its virtue. He instructed Gibson to 
coine to Chicago Wednesday, and 
bring a new bottle of the stuff "He also 
told him to bring evidence that he in- 
tended to pay hiin for the job, Gibson 
answered by telegram that he would 
Come to Chicago Wednesday morning. 

"The grit which Gibson carried when 
he was arre ted contained a shirt, a few 
collars, a b ittle of liouid and one hun- 
dred shares of whisky trust stock as- 
signed to Dewar. It was part of the 
deal to pa- Dewar In part with stock, 
and Gibson evidently brought the lionds 
to show Dewar and spur him on to do 

the deed."

Legislature Asks for It
